THE CLOSING BYLAW 
To the Kditor of The Bulletin: 

In order that I may not be mia- 
understood I wish to put my views 
hefore the publie and explain my at- 
titude towards the early closing of 
stores on Saturday nights, 

It is not my intention to convey 
the idea that I wanted clerks kept on 
the job fourteen hours a day; on the 
contrary, I say, let the clerks have 
their half holiday the whole year 
round, the stores, however, can be 
kept open, For instance, a small 
merchant who has two clerks need 
not let them both take their half 
day holiday at the same time; 
these holidays could be taken alter- 
nately during different parts of the 
week, each clerk taking that half 
day which suited him beat, subject 
to the convenience of the business. 

The reason that I am against the 
closing of stores on Baturday even- 
ing ia: Ninety per cent. of the wo- 
men do their buying In the depart- 
mental atorea, while the same num- 
ber of men patronize the spectalty 
stores, The man who works all week 
has no access to the atores, they be- 
ing closed about the time he quits 
work; consequently he has to depend 
upon his wife to do his huylng for 
him, and when she goes down town 
the money he would have spent with 
the small merchant is spent in the 
departmental store. 

The small merchant who used to 
turn over about forty thousand a 


real estate is depreciating in value
